WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Notification 
that German and Austrian submarine 
commanders, beginning March 1, will 
consider artned merchant ships of the 
entente allies to be warships and will 


treat them accordingly, have been pre- 
géented orally to Secretary Lansing by 
Ceunt von Bernstorff, the serman Am- 
passador, and Baron Erich Zwiedinek, 
Charge of the Austro-Hungarian ¢m- 
bassy here. Notes from their Govern- 
mente are to follow. 

The intention of the Teutonic allies is 
considered in official and diplomatic cir- 
cles here to be a development of the 
memorandum proposing the disarming 
of the merchant ships whicn Secretary 
Lansing recently sent to the entente 
Powers. High officials of the State De 
partment seemed disposed to consider 
the development broad enough to war- 
rant the claim that the fundamental 
qgeestions involved in the conduct of sub- 
marine warfare have been settled in ac- 
cordance with the contentions of the 
United States. This is based on the be- 
Hef that, with Germany and Austria- 
Hungary giving notice that they will 
sink without warning all armed ships, 
the two Governments cannot legally 
élaim the right to sink unarmed vessels 
without removing passengers. “That is 
the principle for which the United States 
has so vigorously contended since the 
begi ge of the negotiations over the 


May Warn Americans. 

In view of this situation, American cit- 
izena, it is stated by high autherity, now 
may be warned that they will take pas- 
sage aboard armed merchant ships at 
their own risk and be entitled to no 
more protection from the United States 
than if they had’ embarked upon a bel- 
Ngerent warship. Officials today seemed 
not to be able to conceive that any 
issue could arise in the future from a 
@#aubmerine warfare conducted under 
these rules. 

The German Ambassador and the Aus- 
trian Charge informed Secretary Lansing 
of the intention of their respective Gov- 
emments after they had received by 
wireless a dispatch of which the follow- 
ing is represented as being a para- 
phrase: ; 

“The German and Austrian Govern- 
ments will instruct the commanders of 
thelr war vessels that from the end 
of this month they are to regard armed 
merchant ships of the enemy as auxil- 
jary cruisers. Notice to this effect will 
be sent to all neutral, Governments. 
Please so inform Mr. Lansing imme- 
diately. %* ,

WOMAN, 50 YEARS INVALID, USED 
100,000 POUNDS OF WORSTED 


Could Use but One Arm, but Rer 
Correspondence Went All Over 
the World. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11—Miss Mollie 
Fancher, who was 8 years an invalid 
eight days ago, died today at her home 
in Brooklyn. 

Miss Fancher was known to thousands 
of persons all over the world through 
the extraordinary correspondence she 
built up during the half century of her 
invalidism. Although bed-ridden and 
able to move only her right arm,, she 
worked unceasir:gly at knitting and em- 
broidery and is said to have used up 
100,000 pounds of worsted. 

In 1866, when Miss Fancher was 17 
years old and noted for her beauty, she 
was thrown from her horse and injured. 
A year later she was hurt in a street 
car accident, which paralyzed her limbs 
except her right arm.

CANADIANS ENLISTED AT RATE

An inventory of the estate of Dr. 
Charles A. Ware, filed with the Probate 
Court, has shown that he left personal 
property with a total face valuation of 
$119, 400. 23.

@ personal valuation of $530, which was 
listed as money. On this return he paid

97 IN TRAPPED SUBMARINE

Returning Canadian Declares Boat

captured, 27 men of the crew of a 
German submarine trapped in the En- 
glish Channel off the Isle of Wight, 
killed themselves, according to Dr. «.

BROCK TELLS HOW 


HE “DIED” 10 Gt! 


Former, St. Louisan Confesses 
That He Fired Barn and 
Hid in House. 


Couldn’t Stand Wife’s Sorrow 
So Revealed Himself and 
Went to Colorado. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

CUBA, Mo., Jan. 11.—John Alvin 

Brock, who in March, 1915, defrauded 

three insurance comnanies of $10,000 by 


causing it to appear that he had been 
burned to death in a fire which de- 
stroyed a barn on his farm near here, 
returned this morning from Woodward, 
Ok., where he was found severl days 
ago by an inspector for the Mutual Life 
Insurance Co. of New York. 

Brock supplemented a sworn confes- 
sion he had made to the inspector with 
& statement to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
He told of hiding in the garret of his 
home while funeral services were being 
held in the parlor, and of remaining in 
hiding two days before getting away in 
the night to St. Louis. 

Tries to Shielqg Family. 

Brock attempted to shield his wife and 
family. He insisted they did not know 
of his deception and actually believed 
he was dead. He admitted revealing 
himself to his wife the day after the 
fire. However, the wife afterward cel- 
lected the life insurance. 

“I am glad to be among the living and 
glad to be back home,” Brock said. ‘‘I 
have come back voluntarily to make 
such restitution as I can. 

“I burned the barn and I alone am re- 
sponsible. My wife and children thought 
I was burned to death. 

“While the barn was burning I got 
out of a back window and went through 
the woods and slipped into the house. 
I hid in the garret. The next day I 
could not stand it to hear my wife car- 
rying on so, and when the children 
were out of the house I went down 
stairs and revealed myself to her. 

“I was in the housé when the funeral 
was held. I was hiding in the room 
above the kitchen. The third night after 
the fire I came to Cuba and took a 
passenger train for St. Louis. 


Wite Told Son, 

“It was not until after I had gone 
away that my wife told Louis, my old- 
est son, that I was alfve. I had no in- 
tention of defrauding the insurance 
companies when I took out the insur- 
ance, for which I was solicited. It was 
afterward, when I learned there was 
a mortgage of $1900 on the farm I had 
purchased, that it occurred to me to 
raise money the way I did. 

“I knew for a month that'I was being 
shadowed in Pueblo, Colo. The orily 
thing that worried me was the taking 
care of my famlly. I wanted to come 
back and make restitution. I was not 
arrested, but came of my own accord.” 

The Brock funeral service was con- 
ducted by the Rev. Clifford A. Cole, 
pastor of the Compton Heights Chris- 
tian Church in St. Louls, where Brock 
and his family were regular attendants 
for many years when they resided :ir 
St. Louis before going to the Cuba farm 
two years ago. 

In his confession to the insurance in- 
spector Brock said that he traded his 
residence property at 2822 Eads avenue 
in St. Louis for the farm near Cuba, 
believing the farm to be unincumbered. 
He later discovered there was a mort- 
gage of $1900 on the farm, and he was 
unable to straighten out the tangle. He 
said he had debts amounting to $6100. 

He Feared Bankruptcy. 

“Tt knew that bankruptcy starei me in 
the face,”’ his confession ~cads. “I came 
to the conclusion that € was living 
among wolves and that { woull do as 
they did. I was like a ship in a storm. 
It waz any port for me. 

“T* J could be burned and leave what 
would appear to be my remxins and my 
folks get the money and pay my debts, 
all would be serene and we could go to 
another country and begin life anew.”’ 

He told of burning the barn, but did 
not go into details. He said that upon 
leaving Cuba he went to St. Louls, where 
he remained in a rooming house on Mar- 
ket street for two weeks, and then went 
to Pueblo. 

It had been expected that Brock would 
arrive here at 5:15 p. m. yesterday, and 
almost the whole town had gathered 
at the station. Brock’s wife, with her 
children, drove in from the farm when 
a bank cashier notified her that her 
husband was coming, although she said 
ghe couldn’t beHeve it was true. 

It was recalled today that a search 
of the barn debris had revealed a fused 
mass that had been a watch, some but- 
tons, a buckle and some teeth, and some 
. bluish ashes. A shovelful of ashes was 
put into a handsome casket, and some 
Free Masons came from St. Louis, with 
the pastor, for the funeral. It was an 
elaborate one, under Masonic auspices. 

Elegant tributes were paid to the “de- 
parted” and Brock, hiding in the garnet, 
heard his funeral sermon. 

The casket was carried to a burying 
ground on the farm and when it had 
teen lowered W. F. Mitchell, worshipful 
ynaster of the Masonic lodge, said: “Fare 
thee well, Brother Brock, till we meet 
again,”” without any thought that the 
meeting again would be within a twelve- 
month.

Will Not Discusg Resignation. 

“I will not discuss my resignation from 
the Cabinet,’ he said, “from any polit- 
ical angle, whatever, either as regards 
the situation to be produced or as- 
sumed to be produced. The facts will 
be disclosed to anyone who wil! care- 
fully read the correspondence between 
myself and the President. That corre- 
spondence cannot be misinterpreted by 
anyone. 

“I intend to retire absolutely from polt- 
tics and public life.

Correspondence Shows How 
Seeretary of War’s Insist- 
ence on Continental Army 


Plan Grew While Execu- 
tive Counseled Careful 


and Deliberate Action. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The corre- 
epondence between Secretary Garrison 
and the President which led to the BSec- 
retary’s resignation, as given out by the 
White House, follows: | 

“Jan. 12, 1916. 

‘“‘My Dear Mr. President—In my judg- 
ment we are facing a critical juncture 
with respect to the military part of the 
national] defense program. 

“I am convinced that unless the situ- 
ation is dealt with promptly and effec- 
tively, we can indulge in no reasonable 
expectation of any acceptable result. 

“So far as the military part of na- 
tional defense is concerned, there can be 
no honest or worthy solution which does 
not result in national forces under the 
exclusive control and authority of the 
national Government. Any other solu- 
tion is illusory and not real, is apparent 
and not substantial. 

Legitimate Field of Debate. 


of discussion and debate as to the 
means of obtaining these national 
forces. The proportion thereof that 
should be regular standing army, that 
should be organized reserves of the reg- 
ular standing army, or should be drawn 
from the body of citizens for shorter 
periods of national service than those 
in the. regular standing army, are all 
legitimate and proper matters for con- 
sideration, analysis and discussion. 

“But there is absolutely no dissent, 
from the military standpoint, from the 
conclusion that the only measure of na- 
tional defense that possesses any virtue 
is one which produces national forces. 
From the beginning of the Government 
to this time, excepting during periods 
of actual war, the acknowledged weak- 
ness and defect of the situation arose 
out of the lack of any system producing 
these Federal forces. 

National Guard’s Limitations. 

“The situation was rendered worse by 
the presence of State troops, raised, 
officered, trained and governed by the 
states, that were assumed to be a mil- 
itary reliance for the nation, when, in 
fact, they are not and can never b« 
made to be. Under the Constitution of | 
the United States, these State troops 
must always be governed, officered and 
trained by the respective states. 

“The very first line of cleavage, thers- 
fore which must be encountered and 
dealt with by the student of the sit- 
uation is between reliance upon a sys- 
tem of state troops, forever Subject to 
constitutional limitations, which render 
them absolutely insecure as a relian ) 
for the nation, or reliance upar 4tion 
forces raised, officered, trained and con- 
trolled by the national authorities. 
Upon this subject there does not 
exist any difference of opinion among 
those who are unbiased and who believe 
in real national security and defense. 


“The policy recommended’ to you and 
adopted by you squarely placed the 
nation upon the sure foundation of na- 
tional forces. If that policy is made ef- 
fective by legislation there will be se- 
cured to this country for the first tims 
a real, stable foundation for the militay 
part of its national defense. If, how- 
ever, instead thereof a policy is adopted

It would be, in my judgment, a betray- 
al of the trust of the people in this re- 
gard. It would be illusory and apparent 
without any reality or substance. 

‘There is, unfortunately, very little 
knowledge and very little intense per- 
scenal interest in any of the members of 
the House concerning military affairs. 
Apart from the power that always re- 
sides in every chairman of committee, 
Mr. Hay has the additional power of 
dealing with a subject concerning which 
it has never concerned itself. 

“In this particular instance his pro- 
posal of settling this matter by vot- 
ing money to the enlisted men and of- 
ficers.of the State troops appeals to the 


based upon the State troops as the main 
reliance of this country for its military 
arm, not only has no advance been made 
from the deplorable and inexcusabie 
situation in which we have so long 
been, but an effective block has bean 
placed across the pathway toward a 
proper setlement. 

“The adoption of such a policy would 
serve to delude the people into believ- 
ing that the subject had been settled 
and therefore required no further con- 
sideration upon their part. It would 
therefore, in my judgment, be infinitely 
worse than an entire failure of all exe- 
cutive enactment upon the subject. The 
latter would at least leave it open for 
future settlement. 

“I, of course, am not advised as to ihe 
statements of intention made by Mr. 
Hay to you in the conversations held 
with you prior to your message to Con- 
gress at the opening of the present ses- 
sion. I have always felt, and have so ex- 
pressed myself to you, that the situa- 
tion in the Congress was such that un- 
less you personally exerted the power 
of your leadership, you would not ob- 
tain any worthy results in this matter. 

“Mr. Hay has now made open declara- 
tion of his intention. He announces that 
he does not intend to press for the en- 
actment of the military policy advo- 
cated in your message. With respect to 
the regular army, he does not purpose 
giving us the organizations asked for 
and imperatively necessary if the Fed- 
eral volunteers (so-called continental 
army) are to be properly trained; he 
purposes adding a few thousand men to 


direct, personal, political interest of the 
members. In these circumstances it 
seems to me to be perfectly clear that 
unless you interpose your position as 
leader of the country on this great sub- 
ject, the result will be the lamentable 
one which I have just described. 


‘It seems to me equally imperative 
that this inter-position should be imme- 
diate. If this proposed program of M4, 
Hay is accepted by the committee and 
by public opinion, and by the House, as 
a real solution of this vital matter, any 
position subsequently taken will be nes- 
ligible so far as substantial results are 
concerned. 

Issue Must Be Drawn. 

“The issue must be plainly and ¢lear- 
ly drawn. It has nothing whatever to 
do with the numbers of men to ove 
raised or with the means of raising 
them, as Mr. Hay would have it ap- 
pear that it has. It is between two ad- | 
eclutely different systems, one of which 
is based upon -the nation undertaking 
upon its own responsibility, the raising 
end management of the national troops; 
and the other which leaves us in the 
position that we have always been in 
since the institution of the Government 
—to rely upon the states doing this 
thing for the nation—a situation :n 
which the nation is relying upon a mili- 
tary force that it does not raise, that 
it does not officer, that it does not 
train, and that it does not control. 

“A mere statement of the situation 
shows that the two different proposai3 
are as wide a»art as any two proposais 


upon any subject possibly can be. 

“Mr. Hay’s proposal to include a draft 
or compulsory provision so that at the 
outbreak of war the nation could bring 
under its control these state troops, ut- 
terly fails to meet the essential ob- 
jections to the perpetuation of the mil- 
itia system. The difficulty to be dealt 
with does not arise out of the Govern- 
ment not being able to take over these 
troops in the event of war, but arises 
out of its inability, under the Consti- 
tution, to have the essential unity of 
responsibility, authority and control in 
the rising, officering, training and gov- 
erning of the military forces. 

“Hay’s Plan a Mockery.” 

“If the public obtains the impression 
that Mr. Hay’s solution is merely an- 
other means of accomplishing the same 
end as your proposed policy, they will 
accept the same and rest content that 
their desires have been properly met. 
If, on the other hand, they are clearly 
and unmistakably advised that to adopt 
the policy suggested by Mr. Hay is to 
make a mockery of all that was wor- 
thy and virtuous in thé proposal of a 
proper military policy, and that it is a 
delusion to consider such a solution as 
a real reliance or security, then there 
is hope that we can obtain results com- 
mensurate with the necessities of the 
case and with a self-respecting consid- 
eration and treatment thereof. 

“IT cannot, therefore, too strongly urge 
upon you my view of the imperative ne- 
cessity of your seeking an occasion 
at the earliest possible moment to de- 
clare yourself with respect to the mat- 
tern and in doing so to make it clear 
beyond peradventure that nothing ex- 
cept national forces, raised by the na- 
tion and subject to its exclusive author- 
ity, responsibility and control, is any 
real settlement of this issue. Sincerely 
yours, LINDLEY M. GARRISON.” 


President and Secretary Conferred on 
the Army Situation. 

The correspondence shows that a con- 
versation between the President and the 
Secretary followed this letter, for on 
Jan. 14 Mr. Garrison wrote: 

“Jan. 14, 1916. 

“My Dear Mr. President: What you 
said by way of response to my letter of 
the 12th requires me to make my posi- 
tion perfectly clear to you. 

“You stated that Mr. Hay told you 
that your proposal of Federal volun- 
teers could not be procured, and that 
the same end for which you were striv- 
ing, it is believed, may be procured by 
other means—by utilizing the state 
troops as the basis of the policy and 
making appropriations of pay to the 
states conditioned on Federal control of 
the state troops. 

“You stated to him that you were not 
interested in any particular program or

“Since the policy that was recom- 
mended to you and adopted by you dis- 
carded as absolutely impossible a mili- 
tary system based upon state troops 
and asserted that the only possible basis 
for a military policy was national 
forces, it is entirely clear that the pro- 
posals are diametrically opposed to.each 
other and are irreconcilable. 

“Tacse who are conscientiously con- 
vinced that nothing but notional forces 
can proverly be the basis of a policy of 
national defense, cannot possibly accept 
a policy based upon state forces. It not 
only does not, in my belief, offer an 
acceplable solution, but acts to prevent 
any rreper solution. 

“If these who are thus convinced are 
faced with the necessity of declaring 
their position on the matter, they caa 
only show their sincerity and good faith 
by declining to admit the possibility of 
compromise with respect to this essen- 
tial, fundamental principle. 

“T am thus convinced. 

“I feel that we are challenged by the 
existing situation to declare ourselves 
promptly, openly and unequivocally, or 
be charged properly with lack of sin- 
cerity end good faith. 

“We cannot hope o see our program, 
based on this essential principle, succeed 
if we admit the possibility of compro- 
mise with respect to it. 

“Yours is the ultimate responsibility, 
yours is the final determination as to the 
manner in which the situation shall be 
faced and treated. I fully realize this, 
and I do not desire to cause you the 
slightest embarrassment on my account, 
and if my withdrawal from the situa- 
tion would relieve you, you should not 
hesitate for a moment on that aoacunt. 
Sincerely yours 

“LINDLEY M. GARRISON.” 
Reply of President Sent Few Days 
Later. 

To that the President replied: 

“Jan. VW, 1916. 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary—I am very 
much obliged to you for your letters of 
Jan. 12 and Jan. 14. They make your 
views with regard to 2dequate measures 
of preparation for national defense 
sharply clear. I am sure that I already 
understood just what your views were, 
but I am glad to have them restated in 
this succinct and striking way. 

““You believe, as I do, that the chief 
thing necessary is that we should have 
a good citizen reserve and, that the 
training, organization and control of 
that reserve should be under immediate 
Federal direction. 

“But apparently I have not succeeded 
in making my own position equally 
clear to you, though I feel sure that I 
have made it perfectly clear to Mr. 
Hay. It is that I am not irrevocably or 
dogmatically comitted to any plan of 
providing, the nation with such a re- 
serve and: am cordially willing to dis- 
cuss alternative proposals. 

Explains His Position. 

“Any other position on my part would 
indicate an attitude towards the com- 
mon military affairs of the purpose 
which I should in no circumstances feel 
at liberty to assume. It would never 
be proper or possible for me to say to 
any committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives that so far as my participa- 
tion in legislation was concerned they 
would have to take my plan or none. 

“I do not share your opinion that 
the members of the House who are 
charged with the duty of dealing with 
military .flairs are ignorant of them 
or of the military necessities of the 
n-tion. 

“On the contrary, I have found them 
well informed and actuated by a most 
intelligent appreciation of the grave 
responsibilities tmposed upon them. 
I am sure that Mr. Hay and his col- 
leagues are ready to act with a full 
sense of all that is involved in this 
great matter both for the country and 
for the national parties which they 
represent. 

“My own duty towards them is per- 
fectly plain. I must welcome a frank 
interchange of views and a patient 
and thorough comparison of all the 
methods proposed for obtaining tne 
objects we all have in view. 

“So far as my own participation fn 
final executive action is concerned, 
no one will expect me to acquiesce in 
any proposition that I regard in- 
adequate or illusory. If as the out- 
come of a free interchange of views, 
my own judgment and that of the 
committee should prove to be irrecon- 
cilably different, and a bill should be 
presented to me which I could not ac- 
cept as accomplishing the essential 
things sought, it would manifestly be 
my duty to veto it and go to the coun- 
try on the merits. 

An Unjustifiable Posit*t»n., 

“But there is no reason to anticipate 
or fear such a result, unless we should 
ourselves take at the outset the posi- 
tion that only the plans of the de- 
partment are to be considered; and 
that position, it seems to me would 
be wholly unjustifiable. The com- 
mittee and the Congress will ex- 
pect me to be as frank with them as 
I hope they will be with me, and will 
of course hold me justified in fight- 
ing for my own matured opinion. 

“T have. had a delightfully frank 
conference with Mr. Hay. I have said 
to him that I was perfectly willing to 
consider any plan that would give us 
a national reserve under unmistakable 
national control and would support 
any such scheme, if convinced of its 
adequacy and wise policy. More he 
has not asked or desired. 

“Cordially and sincerely yours,

Garrison’s Next Letter Included Phil 
ippine Situation. 

Secretary Garrison’s next letter fol- 
lows: 


Three matters within the jurisdiction of 
this department are now of immediate 
and pressing tmportance, and I am con- 
strained to declare my position definitely 
and unmistakably thereon. I refer, of 
course, to the Philippine question and 
the matter of national defense. You 
know my convictions with respect to 
each of them. 

“I consider the principle embodied in 
the Clarke amendment an abandonment 
of the duty of this nation and a breach 
of trust toward the Filipinos; so believ- 
ing, I cannot accept it or acquiesce in 
its acceptance, 

“I consider the reliance upon the mi- 
litia for national defense an unjustifiable 
‘Imperiling of the nation’s safety. It 
would not only be a sham in itself, but 
its enactment into law would prevent, 
if not destroy, the opportunity to pro- 
cure measures of real, genuine national 
defense. I could not accept it or ac- 
quiesce in its acceptance. 

“I am obliged to make my positfon 
known immediately upon each of these 
questions in a@ speech on Thursday aft- 
ernoon on the national defense question 
and in a communication to the House 
committee. having charge of the Philip- 
pine question. 

“If with respect to either matter we 
are not in agreement upon these funda- 
mental principles, then I could not, with 
propriety, rémain your seeming repre- 
sentative in respect thereto. Our con- 
victions would be manifestly not only 
divergent, but utterly frreconciliable: 

“You will appreciate the necessity of 
timely knowledge upon my part of the 
determination reached by you with re- 
spect to each of these matters, so that I 
may act advisedly in the premises. Sin- 
cerely yours, 

“LINDLEY M. GARRISON.” 
President Advised Calm and Deliber-~ 
ate Action. 

President Wilson replied: 

“Feb. 10, 1916. 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary: In reply to 
your letter of today let me say: 

“First, that it is my own judement 
that the action embodied in the Clarke 
amendment to the bill extending fur- 
ther self-government to the Philippines 
is unwise at this time, but it could 
clearly be must inadvisable for me to 
take the position that I must dissent 
from that action should both houses of 
Congress concur in a bill embodyinz 
that amendment. This is a matter upon 
which I must, of course, withhold judg- 
ment until the joint action of the two 
Houses reaches me in definite form. 
What the arbitration action of both 
Houses will be no one at this time can 
forecast. I am now, of course, engage‘ 
in conference with Mr. Jones and others 
with regard to the possible action of 
the House of Represéntatives in this 
matter and do not know what it is like- 
ly to be. 

“The one obvious thing, it seems to 
me, is the necessity for calm and de- 
liberate action on our part at this time 
when matters of such gravity are to be 
determined and not only calm and de- 
liberate action but action which takes 
into very serious consideration views 
differing from our own. 

“Second, as I have had occasion to 
say to you, I am not yet convinced that 
the measure of preparation for national 
defence which we deem necessary cal 
be obtained through the instrumentality 
of the national guard under Federal 
control and training, but I feel in duty 
bound to keep my mind open to con- 
viction on that side and think that it 
would be most unwise and most unfair 
to the committee of the House, which 
has such a plan in minJd, to say that it 
cannot be done. 

“The bill in which it will be embodied 
has not yet been drawn, as I learned 
today from Mr. Hay. I should deem it 
@ very serious mistake to shut the door 
against this attempt on the part of the 
committee in perfect good faith to meet 
the essentials of the program set forth 
in my message but in a way of their 
own choosing. 

“As you know, I do not at all agree 
with you in favoring compulsory enlist- 
ment for training, and I fear the advo- 
cacy of compulsion before the commit- 
tee of the House on the part of repre- 
sentatives of the Department of War 
would greatly prejudice the House 
against the proposal for rs continental 
army. little necessary connection as 
there is between the plan and the opin- 
ion of the chief of staff in favor of com- 
pulsory enlistment. 

“Frank Repetition of Views. 

“I owe you this frank repetition of 
my views and policy in this matter 
which we have discussed on previous 
occasions, in the letters which we have 
exchanged and in conversation. I am 
very much obliged to you for your own 
frank avowal of your convictions. I 
trust that you will feel no hesitation 
about expressing your personal views on 
both these subjects on the two occa- 
sions to which you refer, but I hope 
that you will be kind enough to draw 
very carefully the distinction between 
your own individual views and the views 
of the edministration. 

“You will, of course, understand that 
I am devoting my energy and attention 
unsparingly in conference with members 
of the various committees of Congress 
to an effort to procure an agreement 
upon a workable and practicable pro- 
gram. This is a time when it seems to 
me patience on the part of all of us is 
of the essence in bringing about a con- 
summation of the purpose we all have 
in mind. Very sincerely yours, 

“WOODROW WILSON.” 

Secretary Garrison then sent his resig- 

nation to the President.

T is known that one of Secretary 
' Garrison's principal reasons for 

his conviction that only a Fed- 
“eral continental army could be the 
main military dependence of the na- 
tion was his belief that.some day the 
United States might be called upon 
to defend the Monroe doctrine, and 
in that event he foresaw that the 
national guard might not be available 
for use outside of the United States 
before a declaration of war. He be- 
lieved that possibly universal service 
ultimately would be necessary. 

That the President also had this in 
mind so recently as when he made 
his tour of the Middle West was in- 
dicated at various times in his 
speeches. In Milwaukee he expressed 
himself at some length along this 
line, saying: 

“You will remind me of the great 
national guard of the country; but 
how great is it, ladies and gentlemen? 

“There are 100,000,000 people in this 
country, but there are only 129,000 
men in the national guard, and those 
129,000 men are under the direction, 
by the constitutional arrangements of 
our system, of the Governors of 
more than twoscore states. The 
President of the United States Is not 
at liberty to call them out of their 
states except upon the occasion of 
actual invasion of the territory of the 
United States, and we are not now 
thinking of invasion of the territory 
of the United States. 

“That is not what is making us 
anxious.

Interview Calls It “Great Misfor- 
tune That Ablest Member of 
Cabinet Should Quit.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Col. George

“Garrizon resigned because he refused 
to continue as a clerk under President 
Wilson. There have been many clashes 
between the President and the Secretary 
of War since the administration took 
hold jn 1913.” 

“The first real quarrel, however, oc- 
curred when the President sought to’ 
make Joseph Davies Governor-General 
of the Philippines, to succeed Francis 
Burton Harrison. Secretary Garrison 
was in Ohio looking after the floods at 
the time. He learned of the, President’s 
purpose to appoint Davies, hastened 
back to Washington and called upon the 
President. 

“‘T hear you are going to appoint 
Davies Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines,” demanded Garrison of the Presi- 
dent. The President blushed’ crimson. 
Then he admitted: ‘I had thought of do- 
ing so, if Gov. Harrison insists upon re- 
signing.’ 

“*Well, the Philippines are in my de- 
partment. Send in Davies’ nomination 
and take my resignation,’ responded 
Garrison. ‘At least you might have con- 
sulted with me before deciding on a 
man, added the Secretary of War as he 
left the room. 

“The President did not name Davies 
because Harrison withdrew his resigna- 
tion. 

“This is but a sample of the treatthent 
Garrison has received from the Presi- 
dent.

SOMEWHERE IN THE NORTH SEA, 
via London, Feb. 11.—Great Britain's 
first-line offensive fleet, an incompar- 
able combination of speed and gun- 
power ready for instant action, was in- 
spected yesterday by a party of French 
and American correspondents and a rep- 
resentative of the Associatea@ Press was 
permitted from the bridge of a torpedo 
hoat to see the naval unit which is ex- 
pected to meet the first shock of a Ger- 
man attack. 

In the fleet were virtually all the vet- 
eran fighting craft which have been in 
action in this war, but they showed few 
scars, except an occasional dent in their 
armor. The pride of place was held by 
battle cruisers which in engagements 
from the Falkland Isles to the Darda- 
nelles have borne the brunt of the sea 
fighting. 

Huge Fighting Machines. 

Unpopular with officers and men be- 
fore the war, and never more than cau- 
tiously praised by the proponents of 
the superdreadnought policy, these huge 
fighting machines hold premier place in 
the British mavy, in which warship speed 
is regarded as the most important prin- 
ciple of naval strategy. 

When the correspondents reached the 
outiying patrol of torpedo boats, they 
found the water-covered with a light 
haze. There was no sea running and 
the haze was not thick enough to pre- 
vent a wide scope of the fleet which 
had rejoined the unit a few hours before 
the review began.

Mounted in the companionway. is a" 
ll-inch unexploded shell which the Sey“- 
litz hurled through the Lion’s armor be- 
low the water line. 

No evidence has ever been found to 
justify the story that the Lion was tor- 
pedoed. 

No sign was left on the 12-inch shell 
which blew in the bulkhead of the Ad- 
miral’s quarters after going through the 
deck, except the casing and cap oecupy- 
ing the place of honor among the Lion’s 
trophies. 

Even the Captain’s bathtub, which was 
hurled overboard by the explosion of 
an 8-inch shell which probably came 
from the ill-fated Bluecher, has been re- 
placed. The engine rooms of the Lion 
showed no signs of the ship ever having 
been in battle. The turbines looked as 
if they were just out of the shop. 


Men Are Scattered. 

The officers of the Lion explained that 
the reason there were so few casualties 
was due to the fact that the men were 
so scattered about the ship during the 
action that an exploding shell was not 
likely to kill more than one or two ata 
time, 

A torpedo boat picked up a portion 
of the party from the Lion, and the re- 
mainder from the almost equally cele- 
brated Tiger, which looked like a newly 
commissioned ship despite the many 
times she is reported to have been sunk, 

The oil-burning torpedo boat tore along 
the impressive line of battle cruisers 
with its interested civilian passengers 
on the bridge exclaiming with interest 
as through the mist the great ships 
nearing historic names and which were 
made memorable by their own feats, 
were passed in the battle formation in 
which they expect to meet the German 
fleet. 

The shell which did the most dam- 
age did not, penetrate the armor cas- 
ing to the engine room, but dented 
it in so far that salt water got into 
a broken feed pipe. This reduced her 
speed from 27 to 18 knots and forced 
her to withdraw from the battle, in 
which any vessel speeding less than 
°6 knots had no chance of keeping 
the range of the fleeing Germans, 

Beyond the battle cruisers a long line 
ef light cruisers lost itself in the fog. 

Beyond the light cruisers was a great 
fiotilia of colliers constantly feeding the 
stokeholaés of the cruisers, which even 
at anchor keep up a full head of steam,

In the embassies of the allies here, 
it was freely stated that, although 
word had not been received from 
their Governments, not the slightest 
doubt prevailed that the suggestion 
of the United States would be re- 
jected. 

Confronted with the virtual threat 
of the United States to classify 
armed merchant ships as war vessels, 
preventing their entering American 
waters. more than once in every six 
months, or remaining more than 24 
hours, it was said at one of the em- 
bassies here that if the United States, 
in face of the desperate need of ships 
to carry its products abroad, could 
afford to exclude from its ports al- 
lied merchantment, the governments 
ownig them could afford to send in 
only enough unarmed ships t@ take 
out goods consigned to themselves. 
There seemed reason to believe that 
the view which obtained at that em- 
passy fairly reflected the position of 
other allied Governments. 

Such action virtually would amount to 
a boycott of American ports, it was 
said.

AUSTRIA’S NOTICE 
AS TO ARMED SHIPS 


VIENNA, via London, Feb. 11.—The 
text of the memorandum communicated 
by the Austro-Hungarian Foreign Of- 
fice today to the representatives of 
neutral Governments, announcing the 
decision of Austria-Hungary to treat 
as warships armed merchantment of 
countries at war with this nation, is as 
follows: 

“It is not unknown to the Govern- 
ments of neutral Powers that the Brit- 
ish Admiralty, in the course of the year 
1913, caused a number of large British 
liners to be armed. The First Lord >of 
the Admiralty declared in the House of 
Commons on March 26, 1913, that the 
armament of the vessels in question 
was only to protect them from dangers 
threatening them from hostile ships con- 
verted into auxiliary cruisers and io 
serve exclusively for defense. 


“Experiences gained in the present 
war show that a considerable number 
of British merchantmen use the guns 
installed abourd the vessels against hos- 
tile warships and not solely with the 
intention to escape legitimate exercise 
of the prize right, but also to attack 
and destroy enemy warships.

THOUSANDS GONE 


John H. Putnam Said to Have 
Drawn $300,000 From 
New York Bank. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—An_inyoluntary 
petition In bankruptcy was filed today 
in the United States Court against John 
H. Putnam, stock broker, who is being 
hunted by postoffice inspectors and is 
believed to be on the way to Hurope 
on the steamship Baltic. 

Putnam, under the firm name of John 
H. Putnam & Co., operated branches in 
Hartford, Conn., and Springfield, Mass. 
Postoffice authorities say he persuaded 
thousands of persons throughout the 
country to invest.in oil stocks on an in- 
stallment payment plan, promising re- 
turns of 50 per cent. 

The bankruptcy petition charges Put- 
nam with recent transfers of his prop- 
erty and pgeferential payments to cer- 
tain creditors. Postoffice inspectors say 
he withdrew $300,000 from the Seaboard 
National Bank. 

Counsel for the petitioning creditors 
say Putnam’s-liabilities are about $150,000, 
with unknown assets. 

Postoffice inspectors searching for 
Putnam were told that he left a note at 
his office here instructing his manager 
to pay off the employes and “shut up 
shop.” 

“People all over the United States 
gathered all they had and sent it to 
him,” said Putnam’s woman secretary 
at.the District Attorney’s office. 

Putnam represented in his mail cam- 
paign that his partner was Charles S. 
Harkness, a nephew of the Standard Oil

a& way to bring in from $25,000 to 
$30,000 a day from persons who 
thought they were buying Ohio oil 
stock or stock of the Standard Oil Co.

plan. In his advertising Putnam rep- 
resented that important developments 
pending should result in a sensational 
advance in one of the Standard Oil 
subsidiaries’ securities.

Tell of Order to Shoot 


First at Suspected Undersea Craft. 


BERLIN, via London, Feb. 1.—The 
appendices attached to the German 
memorandum notifying neutral nations 


that armed merchantment belonging i? 
countries at war with Germany will be 
considered to be warships, after 
the enc of this month, include al- 
leged secret instructions by the British 
Admiralty found on the British steamer 
Woodfield. The Woodfield was sunk 
Nov. 3 A Hst of the-crew aboard | 
showed a gun captain and a gun crew 
from the ::avy on board the vessel. 
The instructions opened by declaring: : 

“The ratings embarked as a gun crew 
wili sign the ship’s articles at the rate 
of pay communicated. * * * Ratings 
are not required for duties not connected 
with armament except in case of emer- 
gency. * * * They are to keep watch 
at sea and also when the ship is an- 
chored at any place where it is liable 
to attack by a submarine. They will not 
mess with crew, but in one of the offi- 
cers’ messes. Uniforms will not be 
worn in neutral ports.” - 

The next suction, under the title “Drill 
end Maintenance of Guns,” gives in- 
structions for supplementing the gun 
crew from the regular members of the 
crew for the supply of ammunitions and 
gun practice. 

Directions on Aiming Guns. 

The third, which is headed ‘‘Action,” 
opens as follows: ““‘The master is re- 
sponsible for the handling of the shiv 
and the opening and ceasing fire.”” it 
then prescriLes regulations for fighting 
submarines, among them being the fol- 
lowing:

Instruction to Armeq Merchantmen. 

It was evidently superseded by in- 
etructions similarly headed and issued 
in April, 1915, which are photographi- 
cally reproduced in appendix 10 as fol- 
lows: 

‘1. Defensively armed vessels should 
follow generally the instructions of or- 
dimary merchant ships. 

“2. In submarine waters guns should 
be kept in readiness for instant use. 

“3. If a submarine is obviously pur- 
suing a ship by day and it is evident ‘9 
the master that she has hostile inten- 
tions, the ship pursued should open fire 
in self-defense, notwithstanding’ the 
submarine may have not committed a 
Gefinite hostile act, such as firing a 
gun or torpedo. : 

“4 In view of the great difficulty in 
distinguishing friend or enemy at night. 
fire should not be opened at dark un- 
lees it is absolutely certain that the ves- 
sel fired at is hostile. 

‘5. Before opening fire hoist British 
colors. 

“6 If a defensively armed vessel is 
pursued by a submarine the master has 
two alternatives: (a) To open fire at 
long range immediately it becomes cer- 
tain that the submarine really is in pur- 
suit, or (b), to restrain fire until sub- 
marine has come into range, say %00 
yards, at which the fire is likely to be 
effective. In view of the great diffi- 
culty of distinguishing between a 
friendly submarine at long range (one 
British submarine already has been 
fired at by a merhcant vessel, which er- 
roneously supposed herself pursued by 
a submarine) it is strongly recommend- 
ed that course (b) should be adopted 
by all defensively-armed ships. 

Submarine’s Flag No Guide. 

“7. A submarine’s flag is no guide to 
her nationality, as German submarines 
frequently fly the British colors. 

“2 Vessels carrying defensive arma- 
ment and proceeding to neutral ports 
must not be painted with neutral colors 
cr fly a neutral flag. 

“9 It is recommended that in neutral 
ports, particularly of Spain, armament 
should be concealed as far as possible. 
A canvas cover is recommended for this 
purpose.”’ 

Masters are instructed to keep the 
above paper where it can be destroyed 
at a moment’s notice. 

The eleventh appendix gives a memo- 
sandum for masters of transports carry- 
ing troops on the use of rifle and ma- 
chine gun fire against enemy submarines 
cr torpedo craft. The final appendix re-

reports of the German naval forces; in 
which British merchantmen not only 
offered armed resistance to German 
warships, but on their own part, pro- 
ceeded without further ado to attack 
them, in which attacks they frequently 
made use of false colors. 

“A compendium of such cases is given 
in appendix four, which, from the na 
ture of the case, can comprise only a 
part of the attacks actually made. The 
compendium also shows that the de- 
scribed procedure was not limited to En- 
glish merchantmen, but was imitated by 
merchantmen of England's allies. 

‘The explanation of the described pro- 
cedure of armed English merchantmen 
is contained in confidential instructions 
of the British Admiralty. which are pho- 
tegraphically reproduced in appendices 
five to twelve, found by German naval 
forces upon a captured ship. These in- 
structions regulate in detail attacks of 
English merchantmen upon German sub- 
marines. They contain precise regula- 
tions concerning the. reception, treat- 
ment, activity and control of British 
gun crews taken over from merchant 
ships, who, for example, must not wear 
uniforms in neutral harbors, and hence 
ebviously belong to the Britis war ma- 
rine. 

“Above all, however, it is made mani- 
fest therefrom. that armed ships do not 
wait for any action of German subma- 
rines, under the laws of the sea, but 
are to attack them without further ado. 
In this regard the following regulations 
are especially instructive: 

“Obligated to Open Fire.” 

“(A) The rules for use of merchant 
ships which are armed for defense pur- 
poses, (appendices five and six) declare 
in article (battle) under section four, 
that ‘it is not advisable to open fire at 
a greater distance than 800 yards unless 
the enemy has already opened fire.’ 

“According to this a merchant ship is, 
in principle, obligated to open fire with- 
out regard to the conduct of the sub- 
marine. 

“(B) The ‘advices concerning sub- 
marines, issued tor ships that are armed 
for defense purposes’ (Appendices 9 and

Reports that Frank Walsh of Kansas 
City, who headed President Wilson's In- 
dustrial Relations Commission, is to be- 
come a candidate against Reed for the 
nomination for United States Senetor 
have further complicated Missouri poli- 
tics. 

The Folk eandidacy for Governor is 
said to depend somewhat on Walsh’s de- 
cision. If both should become candi- 
dates a new alignment in Democratic 
circles is looked for. One up-State poli- 
ticilan of prominence today predicted 
that if Walsh announces for the Senate 
and Folk for the governorship, Senator 
Reed will use every effort to induce 
Wilson to become a candidate, and that 
Walsh and Folk would be teammates 
against Reed and Wilson. 


Im State Senate Two Years. 
Politicians generally believe Wilson 


would be a formidable candidate. He 
served two terms in the State Senate 
and retired without having been sub- 
jected to severe criticism. There has 
been some question as to his strength 
in St. Louis because he voted for sub- 
mission to the voters of the State the 
question of county unit. 

His friends, however, point to his fight 
for home rule for St. Louis as an off 
set against his vote on the county unit. 
Wilson explained that in voting on 
county unit he voted in accordance with 
the views of his constituents, a majority 
of the counties in his district being 
*ary.” 

Although with neither Folk nor Wil- 
gon in the race, Secretary of State Cor- 
nelius Roach seems to be in the lead for 
the nomination for Governor, politicians 
predict that with Folk and Wilson in 
the race the Roach candidacy would be 
overshadowed.

Former Gov. Folk will not receive the

League for Governor, according to 


a statement today by E, F. Jones, 
superintendent of the league, to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter. ‘Jones said the Anti- 
Saloon League would not support any 
candidate in the primary, but would 
not hesitate to inform the “dry” forces 
of the State of the objections to candi- 
dates. 

Jones said there would be no objec- 
tion, so far as he knew, on the part of 
the league to the candidacy of Attorney- 
General Barker or Chairman Atkinsor 
of the Public Service Commission. 

“T believe that if Foik becomes a Can- 
didate Cornelius Roach will get the nom- 
ination,” Jones said. ‘“‘The Anti-Saloon 
League could not support Folk over 
Barker, or Barker over Atkinson. 

“So far as we know Barker never 
dodged a vote on any liquor question 
when he was in the Legislature, and 
there is nothing in his record to which 
we object. Atkinson comes from a very 
dry section of the State and he is an 
active church member. 

“We feel that not only Roach, but 
Col. William H. Phelps is against us. 
Both are from Carthage and Cartha- 
genians always stand together. Col. 
Phelps has never professed that he was 
with us, and from our knowledge of the 
two men, we think they are so closely 
connected that we expect to inform all 
those interested in our movement that 
Roach is not acceptable to us. 

“We have not given any serious con- 
sideration to the candidacy of James A. 
Houchin, and we so far have been un- 
able to see that the Rev. A. N. Lindsay 
of Clinton has any great strength. 


“On the Republican side we have an- 
nounced our opposition to the candidacy 
of Judge Henry Lamm, not so much 
because of Lamm himself, but because 
Otto Stifel and Jeptha D. Howe are 
his principal backers. 

“In the race for the Democratic nom- 
ination for Attorney-General, we shall 
feel it a duty to tell the voters that 
Frank McAllister of Monroe County al- 
ways has opposed us. We are not 
friendly disposed toward the candidacy 
of Joseph T. Davis of St. Louis, but 
somebody else may get into that race.’’

RUSSIAN SCOUT: TELLS OF 
PERILOUS TRIP IN RIVER 
ON A FLOATING ISLAND 


-—~Saved by 


Camped on It at Night and Awoke to Find Soil 
Churning Under His Feet— Companion 
Slept Through Part of Journey 


Fishermen. 


The following extraordinary ac- 
coum. of an adventure on a floating 
island by two. Russian army scouts is 
translated from a ‘recent number of 
the St. Petersburg Novoe Vremya, the 
official Russian daily newspaper: 


‘Nnght came upon us as we glided 
down the swift Pilissa towards the 
Vistula into which it empties its red 
waters, Neither myself nOr my com- 
panion knew the territory ahead of 
us. All we knew was that the Ger- 
mans were at Warka, 32 miles up- 
stream; and that it was incumbent 
on us to reach Warsaw the follow- 
ing afternoon. 

“But we were both so utterly ex- 
hausted from our ten-hour trip, row- 
ing all the time to the very limit 
of human endurance; and Ivan, my 
aid, was falling asleep at his oars. 

“In the bright moonlight I described 
a little bight, well covered with trees, 
and apparently uninhabited. A 
fringe of thin-limbed trees shot di- 
rectly out of the water; but behind 
it there was a clearance that would 
easily offer us shelter for the night. 
On the other side of the river, some 
ten miles downstream we saw the 
lights of Mutschew, where we hoped 
to take breakfast next morning. 

Tumble to Ground and Sleep. 

“We did not take the time to put 
up a tent, nor even to prepare an ex 
cuse for a bed; but wrapping our- 
selves in our fur mantles we dropped 
to the ground a few feet above the 
spot where we had tied up our boat; 
and we required no hand to rock us 
into-the deep slumber into which we 
at once fell, forgetting Germans, mis- 
sion and all. 

“T awoke with a start. Was this an 
earthquake? The ground under me 
surely was rocking—creeping I should 
say. Terrified, I jumped to my feet. 
‘Ivan, Ivan!’ I called. He had disap- 
peared. I noticed that the moon was 
directly in front of me; when I lay 
down it had been over my right shoul- 
der. The boat? Well, that was gone, 
teo. I no more saw the lights of Muts- 
chew. Was it all a bad dream? But the 
fringe of trees surely was coming to- 


wards me. I looked again and again, 
just to make sure. They were moy- 
ing. 


“T felt water licking at my feet—the 
spot where I had laid had literally evap- 
orated; and in its placé was a pool. 

‘For a moment I lifted my hahd to 
my forehead, as if to verify my ng 
awake; and possibly to brush away the 
ugly though of gupervening insanity, of 
which I was almost convinced. 

**Yet I could think. I saw before my 
mind’s eye my commander giving me 
my scouting order; I saw myself creep- 
ing close to the German lines. Then I 
remembered the hail of bullets that fol- 
lowed me; the little boat, the swift cur- 
rent; and how we baffled the cavalry 
that was following us on one bank 
while we rowed to the other, and thus 
escaped. I surely thought correctly. 

River Churning Under Feet. 


Goleful reverie, a sapling struck my 


shoulder: others were pressing me fror- } 


all sides; and suddenly trees, ground 
and myself swished into the river. The 
water seemed to be churned under my 
feet. Then all was quiet again; and I 
once more reached terra firma. 

“Where was Ivan? I looked every- 
where for a distance of some 20 feet 
in the radius. Finally, in a puddle 
of water, not deep énough to cover 
his face, though, I found the man, 
soundly sleeping, as though he were 
ensconced in his feather bed in far- 
off Moscow. 

“T awakened him with some diffi- 

culty; more, I am sure, to settle my 
own doubts about my sanity, than 
with a view to helping him. 
’ “at first his manner convinced me 
that all was not right with me; for 
he picked out a dry spot and lay 
down once more, bidding me to do 
the same. But suddenly he jumped 
to his feet and exclaimed: ‘What is 
this motion?” I half forgot the ter- 
ror of our situation in the joy of 
being sound of mind; and in the 
exuberance of my glee I hugged Ivan, 
who could not, for a long time, grasp 
the import of my unusual actions. 

‘we were certainly moving down- 
stream, for suddenly we caught a 
glimpse of thé Mutschew lights once 
more. And eo near! 

“In the portion of the sky to our 
right we saw the first paling of 
morning.

The river undermined, 
with its powerful current, a portion 
of the inundated woodland, held to- 
gether by the roots of {ts vegetation;

“I can only add that, being in close 
proximity now to Mutschew, I at- 
tracted the attention’ of some early 
fishermen, who took Ivan from his 
perilous position and afterwards re- 
leased me.

Osear npOd St of New Hamburg, 

State Champtom, Tells How He _ 

* ducec Banner Crop. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 11.—Oscar Line- 
hart of New Hamburg, Mo., is the cham- 
pion corn raiser of the State. He raised 
118 bushels on one acre at a total cost, 
including seed, fertilizer, harvesting and 
ground rent, of $38.57. The corn at 60) 
cents a bushel was worth $70.80 and] 
the profit therefore was $32.23. | 

This is how he said he did it: ‘“With 
the help of the farm adviser, I picked 
out the very best seed. The land was 
a rich creek bottom whith had been in 
red clover for two years and«one year 
in corn. It was plowed in the fall in 
order to turn under the stalks, leaving 
them to decay until planting time. In 
the spring I plowed it seven inches 
deep. In April Il doub'e-disked it both 
ways and double-harrowed it and then 
dragged it. I drilled the corn three 
feet and eight inches apart in rows with 
the stalks 12 inches apart. 

“The first cultivation was a deep one, 
but later ones were not so deep. The 
last one was with a one-horse five-shovel 
rlow. During the last two cultivations 
I applied 126 pounds of commercial fer- 
tilizer, spreading it in the middle of 
the rows and following it with the plow. 
I also applied four loads of barnyard 
manure. I went. through my corn once 
with the hoe in order to cut out the 
weeds that I could not get with the 
plow.”’

February 29 the voters of St. Louis will decide 
the negro segregation question. How many of 
the younger voters, I wonder, know that race 
segregation is a relic of the old slavery days?

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HOW SEGREGATION WORKS. 

The Post-Dispatch has clearly stated its oppo- 
sition to the proposed segregation ofdinance on 
principle. We hold it to be a violation of Ameri- 
can principles. We believe it to be a violation of 
fundamental rights of American citizenship and 
of constitutional law. 

In order to enforce the segregation ordinance 
it will be necessary to deprive a citizen of the 
right to occupy his own property as a home, or 
to demonstrate that he and his family are 
nuisances to be abated or are menaces to the 
health and morals of their white neighbors. 

The passage of the segregation ordinance would 
result in the branding of negro citizens, regard- 
less of character or capacity, as unfit to live 
near white citizens. It will result in an at- 
tempt to herd them in certain blocks where they 
will be at the mercy of property owners and 
house agents. ) 

The treatment of negro citizens is retrogres- 
sion, not progress. It emphasizes and contributes 
to race prejudice and the racial demarcation of 
citizens. It makes a mockery of democracy and 
equality under law. 

From a practical standpoint the ordinance is 
faulty. It will not thoroughly accomplish what 
its framers and supporters expect of it. 

A block, as defined for the purposes of the 
ordinance, embraces both sides of a street to 
the rear of the lots thereon—to the alleys— 
between cross streets. This if enforced will 
result in making both sides of a street to the 
alleys black or white, but black blocks will abut 
in the rear on white blocks. White and black 
blocks will adjoin on alleys which, in the view 
of segregation advocates, would be even more 
objectionable than facing each other across 
streets. 

If the ordinance shall be adopted and the 
negroes are herded in blocks, will whites live’ 
in houses across the alleys? And if these are 
‘vacated by whites where will the segregation lines 
cease, unless house rows to the rear of black 
blocks are vacant? 

If we are to have segregation let us have 
thorough segregation. Let us herd the negroes 
in a defined section of the city; let us have a 
segregated district—a negro ghetto—outside of 
which no negro will be permitted to live. It 
might be wise to surround it with a stockade and 
place guards on it. If the negroes refuse to live 
in the segregation district whip them into it. If 
we can herd citizens of a specified color or race 
we can drive them into the herds. 

The penalty provided for violation of the or- 
dinance is a fine of from $10 to $100. Fines for 
the great majority of negroes who are poor 
mean imprisonment in the workhouse at hard 
labor. In a little while, if the negroes refuse to 
obey the ordinance, the major part of the colored 
population will be segregated in the workhouse. 
This consummation of segregation purpose doubt- 
less will be hailed with delight by the segre- 
gators. :

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RELIEF FOR SUFFERING VIENNA. 
Responsive as the Middle West is to the suffer- 
ings of European victims, no outpourings of sym- 
pathy need be expected over the new phase of 
war horrors reported from Vienna.

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THE GARRISON ISSUE. 

Secretary Garrison’s retirement is a serious loss 
to the Wilson Cabinet, which lacks strong men, 
but it may serve the country. It raises a vital is- 
sue of preparedness. 

Mr. Garrison’s reasoning for a Federal con- 
trolled, officered and disciplined reserve and 
against a state controlled and officered militia is 
unanswerable. It is sound logically and histor- 
ically. It is buttressed by experience. The state- 
controlled militia, as a means of national defense, 
has proved a delusion and a snare from the be- 
ginning of our history. Every man who has had 
to depend upon it and has suffered from it has 
condemned the system. It has been the military 
bane of the nation. 

Among intelligent Americans there cannot be 
two minds on this point. We need an adequate 
standing army and adequate reserves of citizen 
soldiery, controlled, officered and disciplined by 
the national authorities. We need in the end 
universal military training and sufficient trained 
officers, with every man,subject to call for the 
defense of the nation. 

The question which divides the President and 
Mr. Garrison is one of practicability. Mr. Garri- 
son stands upon his continental army as the only 
feasible reserve system. He insisted that the 
President stand upon the continental army plan. 

On the other hand, the President insists upon 
the open mind. He refuses to commit himself 
frrevocably to a specific plan. Presumably he 
agrees with Mr. Garrison that the national defense 
forces must be controlled by the Federal Govern- 
ment, but he thinks this end may be gained by a 
different plan. The continental army scheme is 
condemned by many military experts as imprac- 
tical. 

The issue must be met, soon or late. The Pres- 
ident must take a stand for the principle 
of control demanded by Mr. Garrison. If he 
does not and Congress fails to meet the crisis, all 
present effort in the direction of real army pre- 
paredness will come to naught. 

The trouble with Congress is that {@ does 
not think nattonally; it thinks locally and ts 
continually preferring narrow State and local 
interests to broad national interests. This ts 
the trouble with all of us. Until in matters 
of national cencern, we think and act nation- 
ally and are willing to serve and make sacri- 
fices for the nation as a whole, our talk of 
preparedness, military, commercial and indus- 
trial, is sounding brass.

Those golden days of loot are gone forever, but 
other golden days have come. On the war orders 
that are making new crops of millionaires at an 
unprecedented rate, it gets it both coming and 
going. 

In addition, {t is milking the Interborough 
company of peace profits raised to a war basis. 
Some of the banking firm’s gains from the util- 
ity which owns the transit facilities of New York 
and is now building expensive extensions to the 
subway system are these: . 

Five million dollars from, purchase of Inter- 
borough bonds at 93% and selling them at or 
near par. 

Use of $50,000,000 in Interborough deposits 
on which it pays 2% per cent interest, while 
the company pays it 5 per cent on the bonds 
sold to obtain this sum. 

Two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
bonus for acting as the Interborough’s bank- 
ers, 

Two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 

bonus for agreeing to provide the Interbor- 
ough with $100,000,000, if needed, a sum after- 
ward reduced to $30,000,000, though no part 
of the bonus was paid back. 
The Thompson inquiry, which disclosed the 
scandal, is accurately ranked with the Armstrong 
insurance inquiry. As the Interborough is in part- 
nership with the city on a plan similar to Chi-, 
cago’s, the straphangers must ultimately foot the 
bill. The outrage resulting from unnecessary bur- 
dens that must affect the quality of future serv- 
ice is the more intolerable because perpetuated in 
these days of advanced thought on utility finance 
and management.

When H. G. Wells wrote his romance, “The 
War of the Worlds,” he pictured crowds of refu- 
gees leaving the big cities and being pursued by 
Martian airships which slaughtered the helpless 
fugitives. .

Recipes 


Marguerites—Three-fourths cup of 
sugar, % cup water, 3 marshmallows, 
1 tablespoon shredded cocoanut, white 
of one egg, % teaspoon vanilla, % cup 
cnopped walnut meats, crackers. Boil 
sugar and water until sirup will thread. 
Remove to back of range and add 
marshmallows, cut in pieces. Pour onto 
the whites of eggs beaten stiff, then udd 
cocoanut, vanila and nut meats. Spread 
crackers with the mixture and bake in 
hot oven till delicately browned. 

Marguerites—W hites of 3 eggs, 1 quart 
reanuts (in shell), 1 teaspoon vanila, 1% 
or 2 cups powdered sugar; beat whites 
of eggs very stiff, chop peanuts rather 
fine; mix all together and drop on saltine 
crackers; brown lightly in oven. 


Eges With Onion Sauce—Rub 
through a coarse sieve enough mild- 
flavored cooked onions to make 1 cun. 
Melt 2 tablespoons of butter, blend in 
1% teaspoons of flour, then add % cup 
of cream and the prepared onion, and 
stir until perfectly smmooth. Season with 
pepper and galt, cook over boiling water 
for 6 minutes, add the beaten yolks of 
2 eggs, cook a minute longer, then add 
4 hard-boiled eggs cut in slices, and 
sprinkle with 1 teaspoon of chopped 
parsley before serving. 


Doughnuts—Scant cup sugar, 1 
rounding tablespoon butter, melt and 
stir in sugar, add 2 well-beaten eggs and 
beat. Add 1 cup milk. Have ready 4 
cups bread flour sifted before measur- 
ing; return to sifter and add 2 rounding 
teaspoons cream. tartar, 1 rounding tea- 
spoon soda, % teaspoon salt, % teaspoon 
nutmeg, % teaspoon ginger. Stir into 
Hquid and when well mixed turn out 
on well-floured board and knead until 
smooth. es 

Baked Johnunycake—Take 8 table- 
spoons of white meal, scald thoroughly 
with boiling water. When fully scalded 
and ewollen add 1 tablespoon of meal 
and work in carefully, then add a good 
pinch of salt and enough milk to make 
a batter slightly thinner than for grid- 
dlecakes. A@d 1 teaspoon of 
pewder and mix all well.

in favoring One party or the other. 

Saloniki, since its admission to the 
kingdom of Greece, has been a strong- 
hold of anti-Venizelists. The evident 
reason for this is that the King with 
‘his army freed Saloniki from the Turks 

ot Venizelos with his statecraft. Hence 
the people of Macedonia, generally, hold 
their allegiance to the King rather than 
to Venizelos. 

In the last previous elections, for ex- 
ample, Macedonja was the only really 
certain. bailiwick of the Gounarists—and 
Macedonia being almost entirely Turx- 
ish, elected over a score of Turks to the 
Greek Chamber of Deputies—Turks who 
were simply animated anti-Venizelist 
yoters in the Congress, not lawmakers 
or deliberators. 

Yet, despite this situation, and 
despite the abstention of Venizelos 
as a candidate, a curious change has 
been existent for some days preced- 
ing the election, not only in Saloniki, 
but even in Cavalla and the remain- 
der of Macedonia.

the Lusitania controversy. Comment 
was naturally very general today, 
the fact that the Berlin authorities, in 
their first communication with this 
country, alleged the rumor that the 
Lusitania carried a gun as the complete 
and sufficient apology for sinking her, 
with all on board. 

“The financia: community—which un- 

questionably wishes to -have the Lusi- 
tania controversy itself settled in such 
Way as to remove the possibility of in- 
ternational cellision—was utterly discon- 
certed at this latest step by many, 
and at its possible results. 
“The feelinc of bewilderment was cer- 
tainly not lessened by the fact that the 
throwing of this spark into the powder 
magazine should have been timed to the 
very moment when what were thought 
to be the final communications in the 
Lusitania dispute itself were being ex- 
changed. Wholly aside from the merits 
of the new German attitude, taken by 
itself, the conceicable sequel was at 
once recognized as a matter to be con- 
sidered. Today, however, it served .on 
the markets merely to emphasize the 
already existing spirit of hesitation. 


STRIKE COMMITTEE OF 11 10 
CALL ON KINLOCH PRESIDENT 


Telephone Head Says Linemer Are 
Mistaken in Demands; Believes 
Regular Employes Are 
Satisfied. 

Kinloch Telephone company line- 
men on strike because they believe 
the company has reduced the amount 
of pay allowed for going to and from 
jobs, appointed a committee of i11 
men this morning at a meeting held 
at 2714 Olive street, to visit Presi- 
dent Reber of the company and dis- 
cuss the alleged grievances of the 

men. 

President Reber told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter he would be. pleased 
to talk over matter with any é¢m- 
ployes of the company. He said that 
he had no report as to how many 
men are on strike. There are about 
400 linemen employed by the com- 
pany and he said he understood that 
the strikers assert that 300 men have 
stopped work, 

“The men are mistaken in their 
claims,” saiqd Reber. “This company 
has not reduced its schedule of pay- 
ment in any way. We always allow 
one and one-half time for overtime 
and full expenses and full time for a 
man going to and from work. Since 
the recent sleet storm when s0 many 
poles went down, some of the outside 
workers have been demanding that 
they be paid one and one-half time 
for the time when they were not 
working» but were getting to and 
from their jobs. They assert that this 
is overtime and should be charged as 
such. I think all our regular men 
are perfectly satisfied.”
